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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments about Renaud not teaching 
hash of a manifest (but rather disclosing a hash of signature) are not convincing. Renaud does teach a signature file identifying modules 
and such signature file implemented via hash algorithm, col. 7, li. 46-54; and this teaching reads on hash of a structure designed to list 
dependent modules, i.e. hash of manifest. The rejection is using Shaw to address the hash of contents, not to address hash of a 
manifest, and the rationale as set forth has indicated the motivation to combine. The arguments about Evans, Graunke not teaching hash 
of manifest of assembly as claimed fall under the deficiency typical of arguments geared to attack each reference piecemeal; and this is 
not convincing in light of rejection in which combined teachings had been applied. The claims further exhibit some informalities 
considered to be subject matter (see claims 23, 27) bordering on a potential USC 101 type of rejection; hence as a whole, to avoid 
complicating issues of an Appeal, the rejection as set forth previously will be maintained; and since the arguments are not persuasive, 
the claims are not yet in conditions for allowance.. 
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
